FOREWORD 


The  purpose  of  the  "Genealogy  of  JOHN  MORTON,  of  Henrico  County,  Virginia  and  his 
Descendants"  is  to  preserve  for  posterity  and  place  on  the  Revolutionary  War  Rolls 
of  Honor,  the  patriots  of  this  Morton  family,  not  heretofore  established* 

James  Walter  Allen,  (born  September,  I858,  Tennessee),  descendant  of  John  Morton 
,  (b.  1684)  had  accumulated  a  vast  amount  of  this  John  Morton  data  with  the  intention 
of  publishing,  but  death  intervened  (Jan*  16,  I93S)  prior  to  completion  of  the  un¬ 
dertaking*  To  James  Valter  Allen,  I  am  indebted  for  the  early  historical  facts  and 
assistance  in  connecting  John  Morton  (b.  1733)  of  Pittsylvania  County,  Virginia 
with  the  immigrant,  John  Morton,  Henrico  County,  Virginia* 

In  the  beginning,  it  was  my  thought  and  intention  to  include  herein  a  slight  brief 
of  each  individual,  insofar  as  I  was  able  to  obtain  such  facts,  the  better  to  ac¬ 
quaint  and  acknowledge  each  person  of  this  line.  In  the  course  of  securing  a  small 
part  of  this  data,  I  realized  this  would  be  an  almost  endless  task,  involving  space 
of  a  large  volume  and  would  delay  publication  of  this  record  for  quite  some  time. 

My  time,  effort  and  expense  in  this  work  is  freely  given  that  this  generation  might 
have  this  record  at  the  bare  cost  of  its  publication.  Numerous  inquiries  indicated 
I  a  desire  for  an  early  completion,  therefore,  the  curtailing  of  personal  matter  and 
I  the  closing  of  this  record. 

This  compilation,  although  not  voluminous,  represents  continuous  searching  of  re¬ 
cords  through  many  libraries,  legal  records,  including  old  Wills,  evidences  of 
titles,  Marriage  Bonds,  and  many  miscellaneous,  together  with  numerous  personal 
contacts  and  threadlike  leads  that  continued  on  into  material  of  value  and  other- 
wise,  yet  necessitating  tedious  search  to  determine  its  merit  and  exact  relation  to 
the  line  in  search.  'The  Congressional  Library,  Washington,  D.  C . ,  Newberry  Library, 

Chicago  and  various  others,  relatives,  near  and  remote,  afforded  a  fountain  of 
relative  data.

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ORIGIN  of  the  name  "GREENBERRY" 

The  name  of  "Greenberry "  is  one  of  long  and  honorable  standing  in  Maryland. 

Those  who  claim  Greenberry  ancestry,  descend  from  Colonel  Nicholas  Greenberry, 
who,  with  his  wife,  four  children  and  servants,  came  from  England  to  Maryland  in 
I674.  Ee  was  a  royal  Governor  of  Maryland  at  one  time  and  a  colonial  figure  of 
great  importance,  socially  and  financially.  The  name  has  been  handed  down  through 
successive  generations  of  Griffiths,  Dorseys,  Ridge lys,  Howards,  Warfields  -  all 
old  Maryland  families.

It  is  through  their  line  that  the  name 
originates.  In  England,  Colonel  Greenberry  had  been  a  Judge  in  the  King's  Court 
and  a  keeper  of  the  Privy  Seal.

It  has  not  been  definitely  verified  through  what  family  relationship,  Greenberry 
Riggs  Morton  inherited  his  name,  but  is  probable  through  the  HOWARD  family  - 
(John  Howard  marrying  Katherine  Greenberry).  Edmund  Riggs,  great  grandfather  of 
Greenberry  Morton,  in  his  will,  mentions  a  kinsman,  Greenberry  Howard.  Edmund
